Applicants argued on the amended limitation "wherein the mapping process can map the object model to the markup language 
document" for Claim 1 (and argued the other amended independent Claims 16, 56, 59, 61, etc., in the similar manner) that the mapping 
is bidirectional. 

Respectfully, the amendment would not be entered as reasoned in the check-boxes above. Examiner would further address that the 
amended limitations do not put the Claims in the allowable subject matter because the limitation in each of the amended Claims is 
simply not incorporated in the method/means defined in each scope of the Claims, but is rather an tended use. For example, Claim 1 
states "A method for mapping data in a markup language document to an object model". The scope of the Claim 1 limites the mapping 
in claim from the markup language document to an object model. The controlled steps in the claim 1 is broadly functionalized within the 
elements in the markup language document. The new limitation "wherein the mapping process can map the object model to the markup 
language document" is not functionalized in the defined scope: "A method for mapping data in a markup language document to an object 
model". Thus, newly amended limitation is only for the intended purposes, and not properly functioned in each scope defined in the 
Claims. The amendment also causes an ambiguity in each of independent claims. 
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
